The road is a favorite drive on which we always take our visitors, and 


J do not think one of them falls to express surprise and distaste at that unfor- 
tunate house. Yet someone must have admired it, else 
it would not have been painted that miserable color. 
The whole question of house painting is a very 
interesting one to me. I think the color and paint con- 
dition of a house has more to do with its power to 
attract or repel than any other single factor. The girl 
with nondescript features but a fresh, pretty color is 
usually hailed as a pretty girl by the casual observer; 
whereas the girl with well cut features but a pale or 
muddy skin is passed by without notice. And so it is 
with houses. The thoughtful observer may appreciate 
good lines, but the casual passerby will never be at- 
tracted to a house if its fine lines are obscured by ugly 
or dingy paint. 
Of course the whole question of painting is a ques- 
tion of personal preference. Yet there are canons -ol 
good taste and of bad taste here as in everything. 
Personally 1 like a white house best. "Paint it 
white." is always my cry. But a letter

with 
whom I have been discussing this subject presents a 
point of view which Is worth considering. 


"Don't paint your house white unless the lines are 
perfect,—it will look like a tombstone. 
And don't out- 


line the windows of a dark house with white. That is 
a common error and is so ugly. If they do not plumb' 


you sne it instantly. A window is not generally a thing o£ beauty in shape; 
Vhy should each one be outlined and strike the eye first. It is like sewing 
the seams of a black dress with white cotton,—they must be perfectly 
straight, and even then, who wants to see the shape of the seams?" 


Anything that blends with the outside world is right for a house color. 
The harmonious shades of brown and green, and of course that exquisite 
shade of gray which weather worn shingles assume, will make a houes be- 
'•omi- a graceful and rightful part of the landscape instead of standing stiffly 
nloof from it. 
Though space presses I -cannot close without including another hint

"Tramp in the path," she says, in regard to the color to paint the piazza 
f.oor. "and scrape your shoes on the porch floor—then have the painter match 
the color so that every careiess person's footprints will not show."

HORSES GIVE BLOOD 
f 


TO SAVE SOLDIERS 


Detroit 
Company Uses 
Animals to 


Produce- Scrum Which !»: U»ed 


by Soldiers to Prevent 


Disease. 
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Detroit, Mich., Nov. 3. — Quartered 
on some of the finest pasture land in 
Michigan, at .Rochester, near Detroit. 
and maintained in a life'Of luxury and 
ease a drove of magnificent horses 
are daily giving their blood' to save 
the lives' of soldiers fighting on the 
battlefields of Europe, 'f hese animals 
have no other purpose in life — they 
merely give their btood that the sol- 
diers 'may live. 
The horses are 
the property of 
Parke, Davis and company, ot Detroit, 
the -largest drug manufacturing con- 
cern in the world. They are used -to. 
produce antitesetanio serum which is 
administered to prevent and cure the 
dread disease tetanus. The entire out- 
put of the anti-tesetanic serum man- 
ufactured 
by the Parke Davis com- 
pany from the blood of their horses, 
is now shipped to Europe for injection 
into the soldiers suffering or threaten- 
ed with tetanus. 
During the month of October, the 
Parke Davis company shipped to the 
battlefields of Europe more than ten 
times as much of the. serum as is nor- 
mally exporteiii 
• The 
method of manufacturing the 
serum is complicated and the process 
takes more than nine months from 
start to finish. Briefly, the method 
is this: 
| 
Tetanus germs, which are merely i 
vegetable plants, are propagated on a 
large scale in the Parke Davis labora- 
tories. These germs are then placed 
in a large receptacle about 40 .(eet 
square which is rihed with beef soup, 
or bouillon, -manufactcured from beef 
and 
glucose. This mixture then is 
covered with sterile oil to prevent air 
from setting at the germs, and permit- 
ted to stand for three weeks, during 
which period the tetanus germs multi- 
ply into the millions. These germs 
excrete poison. 


The. next step in the process Is the 
filtration 
of the mixture 
through 
paper and unglazed porcelain. This 
operation elminates 
the germs and 
leaves a poisonous soup. 
This mixture of poisonous soup is 
then injected 
into the horses at 
Rochester. 
At the same time, anti- 
toxin is injected -to neutralize the ef- 
fects of the poison. These double in- 
jections are repeated, at periods of 
about one week, for three months, 
when the horse, is immunized. 
The 
bleeding process then begins. 
Each 
animal is bled from the jugular vein 
about once every month, an average 
of- two gallons of blood being taken 
each time. About' 25 per cent o£ this 
blood consists of a straw-colored fluid 
or serum, which is separated from the 
rest and placed in ice chests, where 
it must remain for froin six to eight 
months. With the addition of a pre- 
servative, and a second filtration 
through unglazed porceliau, the pro- 
cess is complete, and the output is 
called anti-testanic serum. 
Whenever possible, this serum is in- 
jected into each wounded soldier, to 
eliminate all possibility 
of lockjaw. 
Any shortage of serum in the medi- 
cal 
departments 
of the 
European 
armies, medical 
authorities 
assert, 
would result in a rapid increase in the 
the death rate and would increase the 
suffering of the wounded soldiers a 
hundred fold.

He also 
invented the world famous cordite, a 
powerful smokeless powder.

Monitor; Hudson Maxim, an authority 
on explosives and inventor of many 
different kinds; Holland, the father

now doing such extensive damage in 
the North sea, and many others whose 
lives were spent in bringing the arts 
or war to a high degree of perfection.
